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PRAISE FROM GOTHAMA COMPROMISE BILL
agreed to the amendments adopted in com-
mittee of the whole, and the bill was
placed on its passage. The vote resulted:
Yeas, 70; nays, 3, and Mr. Beltzhoover
raised the point of no quorum, and the
jcas and nays were ordered.

sulted: Yeas. 132: navs. 8. No quorum ap
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Is much doubt but that any proposition that
will prove acceptable to both wings of the
party In tho Senate will pass the House.
The ultra silver Democrats of the House,
like Bland, have no opinion to express for
publication, but the prevailing opinion Is
that in view of the necessity for a show of
party harmony they will content them-
selves with voting against the measure. A
goodly portion of the silver Democrats
will probably, however, vote for the com-
promise if their votes are needed to secure
its passage. The Republicans have not yet
decided about the course they will pursue.
They will be governed largely by vhat
their political brethren in the Senate do.
There are two features of the compromise
to which they object, the failure to provide
for a bond issue and the coinage of the
seigniorage In the treasury. The coinage of
seigniorage would replenish the treasury to
the extent of $30,000,000 and tide the admin-
istration over for the next year. If the
deficit should not be larger than 13 at
present estimated.

Mr. Dinglcy said there could be no seign-
iorage. The object of this coinage of the
alleged seigniorage was, he said, to make
up the deficit. Should the Rrpublicans,
free-silv- er Democrats and the Populists
unite in their opposition to the terms of the
compromise they could defeat it, but this i3
not anticipated. When the bill reaches the
House it will go to the committee on coinage,
weights and measures unless there Is an
Indication that an attempt will be made to
hold It in that committee for too long a pe-

riod, in which case a motion to concur In
the Senate amendments could be made with-
out its reference at all. The consensus of
opinion, however, Is that it will be referred
under the rules and reported back to the
House within two days almost. Four days
after the bill reaches the House it is ex-

pected that It will have passed and Con-
gress will have taken a recess for two or
three weeks.

The clause In the bill providing for the
retirement of United States notes and treas-
ury notes l)elow $10 was favorably received
in the Treasury Department. The retired
OllC-doll- ar, two-doll- ar and five-doll- ar notes,
it is understood, of course, are to be con-Vert- ed

Into higher denominations, so that
the present amomt of these two classes of
money In circulation will not be affected by
the change. The amount of United States
notes that will be redeemed If the proposed
compromise goe3 into effect Is as follows:
One-dolla- r, $3,CG9,19.j; two-dolla- r, J2.994.832;
five-dolla-r, $03,958,814. Treasury notes of
1800 one-doll- ar, $14,679,783; two-dolla- r, $12,893,-59- 2;

five-dolla- r, $33,202,285. The silver cer-
tificates above $5 in circulation aggregate
about $200,000,000, and under and including
fives, about $120,0(0,000. The plan as now
understood contemplates the issue of
smaller denominations of silver certificates
for the larger denominations now in use.

at the World's Fair.

SPEECHES AT FESTIVAL HALL

"Our Chauiiccy," General Porter
and Mayor G ilroy Talk.

Two Parades and a Great Display of
Fireworks The Attendance Much

Smaller than Expected.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21. New York and Chi

cago clasped hands and plighted vows to
lovo each other henceforth for better or
worse, richer or poorer. The Manhattan
merchant left his Broadway store, tha
speculator came from his Wall-stre- et of
fice, forgetting and not caring how the
stock market closed or how it would open.
the man about town forsook his club, and
professional people came In hundreds to
make Manhattan day the unqualified suc-

cess which every man,' woman and child,
no matter where they came from, admitted
it was. The attendance did not meet the
expectations of many New Yorkers and the
Chicago men who helped to make the ar- -
rantrements. but the multitudes seen where--
ever the attractions happened to be were
large enough to make all the Manhattan
visitors happy.

The crowning event . in the celebration
took place In Festival Hall. There were
gathered some of Gotham's best known
oraors and prominent citizens from all
walks of life. The speakers praised and
nntoled and bantered Chicago by turns.
and the New York people who composed a
large part of the magnificent assembly rel
ished the oratory, the wit and the good- -

natured sallies as only New Y'orkers could.
Chauncey Depew's reception was enough
to make him hold his head In pride a little
higher, and he smiled while the audience
cheered and clapped their hands at every
brilliant sentiment and witty remark which
he made. General Horace Porter and John
W. Fellows made brilliant and laughter- -

brovoklnc addresses, exactly suited to the
occasion and the character of the audi
ence.

The great galleries of the hall were faced
with silken flags of all the American
States and the nations of the earth, inter-
spersed with "Old Glory." The front of
the platform was richly draped with tha
American colors and decorated above with
floral pieces. On the platform. In chairs,
were seated many distinguished men and
women from Manhattan Island. In the cen-

ter of the front group was Mayor Gllrojv
and on either side sat Chauncey M. De-pe-w,

L. Tomlin, and Innes's Thirteenth Regi-
ment Band, of New York, which woke
the echoes of the hall with their patri-
otic melody. Every one of the seven thou-
sand scats were taken before the exer-
cises began, and hundreds of people were
turned away.

THE PARADE AND FIREWORKS.
The parade part of the celebration, which

preceded the exercises In tha hall, was car-

ried out successfully, attracting a great
multitude to the terminal plaza and the
avenua on which the New York State build-

ing Stands. The first procession to enter
the grounds was that of Colonel Cody's
picturesque riders. Then came the Cook
County Democratic Marching Club, two
hundred strong, marshaled by Capt. J. 1L

Parrel, a. member of the Illinois Legisla-

ture. The Democrats marched behind a de-

tachment of guards. After them cams th
Chicago Hussars, who paraded through the
park to the music of the Elgin band. Soon,

after came the First Regiment National
Guard. The regiment marched to the ter-
minal plaza, where a beautiful stand of
colors were presented by Colonel Dlehl. the
father of the regiment. A little later and
the distinguished New lork delegation en-

tered the grounds in carriages, escorted by
the Old Guard and the Sons of New ork.

On the
reviewing stand were Gen. Nelson A. Miles,
of the army: Brigadier General Wheeler, of
the Illinois militia; the two Mayors and the
Manhattan day committees. The military
companies disbanded after giving a dresa
parade on the terminal plaza. The Nevr
York official party and the speakers wen
entertained at dinner by the State com-

missioners In the New York building.
The procession of eleven floats was an

attractive feature of the celebration. All
but one of them were those used In the Chi-
cago day p.igeant, the new one being illus-
trative of "Liberty Enlightening the
World." bearing repress u'allvet ok the
four races besides twenty-fiv- e persons per-
sonating the nation lit les of the earth.

The display of fireworks on the lake
shore was equal to any which has been teen
at the fair except on Chicago night. Amontf
the new Bet piece were 'Liberty Knllght- -
enlng the World." a huge portrait of Mayor
Gllroy, the Brooklyn bridge. Father Knick-
erbocker and a female figure representing
Chicago, with motto underneath, ",'She
can't be beaten." Thi entire lake front
was Illuminated with over two hundred
floating and changing lights. The Midway
IMaisance glowed with tha same Illumina-
tion and New York's building dazzled the
eyes of thousands with light front colored
fairy lamps and electric lights inside and
out.

Democratic Senators at Last De-

termine on a Measure.

It Extends the Silver Law to Oct. 1, 189.
Provides for Coinage of Bullion

and Retires Small Rills.

NO PROVISION FOR BONDS

Thirty-Seve- n Members Already
Pledged to Support It.

May Re Introduced Early This Week,
ami, if Adopted, Will Probably Ro

Passed by the Rouse.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 21. The Democratic
steering committee virtually completed its
labors on the compromise question for the
repeal of the Sherman act to-da- y. The
members of the committee added generally
that they had virtually agreed upon a bill.
It extends the provisions of the present sil-

ver purchasing law untU the 1st of October,
provides for the coinage of silver now

In the treasury, and also the retirement of
all paper currency, except repeal silver cer-

tificates below $10. There Is no reference
whatever In the bill to the bond question.
Copies of 'the proposed bill were ordered for
the use of the members of the Senate on
both sides of the chamber. Opinions differ
as to when the bill will be formally presented
in the S:natc. Some of the Senators say it
will be introduced before Tuesday next.

The Democratic managers of the Senate
are now devoting themselves to the end of
seeing that the compromise bill shall be
passed. "When the steering committee ceased
Its Bitting to-d- ay thirty-seve- n Democratic
Senators had signed a pledge that they
would support the measure prepared by the
committee, and the managers! felt assured
when the Senate adjourned to-d- ay of a suf-
ficient number to bring the number up to
forty-on- e, leaving only two more necessary
to Insure the passage of th'e bill by Demo-
cratic votes. The three Democratic Sen-
ators who are holding out against the bill
are said to be Messrs. Mills and Vilas, of
the repeal side, and Mr. Irby, of the sliver
side. There are some Senators absent from
the city. Messrs. Daniel, of Virginia, and
White,' of California, for instance, of whose
support of the bill they entertain no doubt.
There are others of the ultra repeal men
who have not yet actually attached their
names to the pledge, upon whom the com-

mittee count with certainty. The managers
express themselves as anxious to secure
the names of all the Democratic Senators,
and will do so If possible, with the hope of
putting the bill through as a party measure
and without calling upon Republicans for
any. assistance whatever. Most of the Re-
publicans are equally anxious that the
Democrats should succeed in this accom-
plishment, for the.bill is one which does not
commend Itself to either the repeal or sliver
faction in Republican ranks. The repeal
men are pleased w'lth only the one pro-
vision, limiting the silver purchase to a
year, while the silver men find in this lim-
itation ground for the severest condemna-
tion. They regard the bill as better than
unconditional repeal, in that in all its pro-
visions, except that of fixing a time for
ceasing the purchase of silver bullion alto-
gether, it provides for an Increased use of
silver as money, but say it is by no means
what they should have received.

HOW THE BILL, MAY FARE.
The committee's recommendation will be

put in the shape of an amendment to the
Voorhee3 bill, and will probably receive
the support of most of the silver Republic-
ans as an amendment, while the bill will,
as amended, be opposed by them. This
course will probably guarantee the pas-
sage of the bill, for, while the Republican
silver men will vote for the amendment
and against the bill, the ultra Repeal Dem-
ocrats will probably vote against thi
amendment and then for the bill as the
best they can get. There are some con-
servative Republicans of both the repeal
and silver factions who may support the
measure.

The majority of the ultra repeal Repub-
licans would probably accept the bill if it
made provision for a bond Issue, but as it
does not contain this provision they feel
very little Interest In it, and may oppose it
as a party. It seems most probable that
unless the Democrats get th3 concurrence
of their entire party In the Senate the Re-
publicans will make no effort at united ac-

tion.
The silver men of both parties are pleased

that the bond Issue is not to be touched
upon in the amendment. The silver Demo-
crats made a very strong effort to extend
tha Sherman law to a time beyond the
next congressional election, but found it im-
possible to secure executive approval for a
date later than that chosen. In fact, this
date Oct. 1, 1S04 Is a compromise within a
compromise July 1, 1S94, and Jan. 1, ISM.

It is understood that the Treasury Depart-
ment took the position that It would be im-

possible to preserve the gold and silver par-
ity without bonds If the Sherman law should
remain In force to exceed a year longer,
and that it was this argument which in-

duced the silver men to yield, as they did
most reluctantly, to the extension until

.January, 1303.

As at present arranged the law will ex-

pire in the midst of the new congressional
election, and It is going to be very diff-
icult to keep It out of the campaign, as it
is. There will probably be an effort to
amend the amendment in the Senate by
Increasing the purchasing time a year,
and the silver men think it possible that
they may get Republican support to put
thl3 through, but, ail circumstances con-

sidered, this is hardly probable. One other
advantage which the silver men find In
the committee's amendment over the orig-
inal bill Is that it gives them ground to
stand on while the silver fight shall be
prosecuted in the future. They say that the
silver fight has in reality only begun; that
the present bill Is only a stipulation for a
brief time, and that It will be prosecuted
vigorously in tho regular session.

WILL. PAFS THE HOUSE.
The terms of the proposed compromise

were the subject of a great deal of discus-
sion in the House this afternoon. The fact
that an authorization for bonds was not a
feature brought relief to many of the South-
ern and Western Democrats. The Demo-
cratic leaders Speaker Crisp, General
Catchlngs, Mr. Outhwaite, Governor Say-er- s

and Judge Culberson are In favor of
Immediate action on the bill when it comes
back from the Senate, and should it ap-

pear In the House before the consideration
of the bankruptcy bill, which Is made a con-
tinuing order, beginning on Monday, Is
completed, would favor vacating that or-

der to give "the compromise the right of
way.

The Democratic leaders express very gen-

eral satisfaction with the proposed com-
promise, and do not seem to feel that there

pearing, on motion of Mr. Richardson, at
3 o'clock, the House adjourned until Mon-
day at 12. o'clock.

Xo Immigrant Ilarenu.
CHICAGO. Oct. 21. At yesterday's meet

The Union Pacific has put a stopper on the
scheme by refusing to have anything to do
with It unless all other transcontinental
lines are in it. This is equivalent to kick
ing the thing over, a3 it is hopeless to
think of getting the Southern Pacific, the
Great Northern and the Northern Pacific
into such an agreement. Immigrant agents
will now have a chance to make contracts,
and that means a aernoraiizaticn of busi
ness, as roads anxious for business will
cut rates. The Atchison declares that if
there is to be a return to old methods of
chasing after immigrant business It will
play domestic rates on the same footing as
immigrant rates. To do this it will be
obliged to withdraw from the Western Pas
senger Association, and that means trouble
all around.

The Erie Receivership.
CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 21. Judge Ricks,

in the United States Circuit Court, this
morning, rendered his decision in the case
of the Erie receivership. Averments were
made charging that the receivers heretofore
appointed were the executive officer? of the
lesses company and were not impartial cus
todians. The relief asked was the extension
of the receivership of Messrs. King and
McCulloch to this State, and the appoint
ment of one or more additional receivers.
Judge Ricks said: "There Is no occasion for
the removal of the receivers, nor does it ap
pear there is any reason for extending
their appointment to this bill.

Many "Whispered Conversation In
the Scnnte-T- he Proceedings.

WASHINGTON, Oct 21. Twenty min-
utes were consumed this morning when the
Senate reassembled after its recess In se-
curing a quorum. When the forty-thir- d

Senator was secured Mr. Peffer resumed his
speech against the repeal bill. The cloture
rule was not taken up, because, this being
still the legislative day of Tuesday last,
there was no morning hour. If thsre' had
been a morning hour the resolution would
have been, in the regular order of business,
laid before the Senate. It might have been
taken up upon motion, but no such mo-

tion was made. The quorum melted away,
but there was no disposition to notice the
fact, and consequently no call of the Sen-
ate.

of worship, but in which the rightfulness of
the practice of polygamy shall not be In-
culcated. The amendment was agreed to
and the joint resolution was passed. Mr.
Peffer resumed the floor and concluded his
speech.

Mr. Jones, of Nevada, next proceeded to
address tha Senate In continuation of ,the
speech begun by him last week, and being
the third installment of it. He said that if
he should be asked to explain what hard
times meant he would say that "hard
times" meant falling prlces.meant monetary
Idleness, meant an increasing number ofpeople in Insane asylums, almshouses andprisons, meant an unearned increment to
the creditor and unjust exaction to the
debtor, and meant the discouragement of
all business enterprises and projects. Con-
tinuing at some length, he argued that,
even under the operation of the Sherman
act the supply of. money was less than the
wants of the country required, and de-
clared thnt the repeal of that law would be
one of the worst crimes that could be com-
mitted against society.

At this point he was asked by Mr. Voor-
hees whether it would be agreeable to him
to yield, as he understood that he could
not .conclude this evening.

"I cannot conclude w, or in three
more days," Mr. Jones added, "I hope that
at a subsequent period I shall be able to
continue my argument.

Mr. Harris, rising to a matter personal
to himself, related the particulars of an in-
terview had with him some days ago with
a reporter of a New York journal. When
he read the report of it he realized that
either he had made a very bungling state-
ment or that the reporter had utterly failed
to comprehend it. He had been represented
as Indulging In a threat against the Vice
President in the event that he should rule
a given way on a given question. Another
New York journal had taken the Inter-
view up. and had put him in the absurd and
brutal attitude of declaring that the Vice
President would be killed in his seat If he
dared to rule in a given way on a given
question. He simply desired to say that
he had made no such utterance, and that
no conclusion from what he did say could
be drawn more absurd and untrue. Con-
tests In the Senate were contests of rea-
son, not of the prize ring. They were con-
tests of Intellect and of reason and of no
other character. He disclaimed utterly the
brutalities attributed to him. He was hap-
py to be able to say that the relations,
both personal and ofilcial, between the Vice
President ajid himself had been of the
kindest character from the beginning of the
session till now.

Printing: Bill.
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. In the morning

hour tho McGarrahan bill came up in the
House, but was withdrawn because of the
lack of a quorum.

Mr. Mallory called up from the commit-
tee on foreign and domestic commerce the
bill authorizing the Secretary of the Treas-
ury to build a revenue cutter, costing $173,-00- 0,

for use on the New England coast. He
advocated the passage of the bill as pro-
viding necessary means of collsctlng and
protecting revenue. It was passed.

Consideration of the bill to reorganize
the system of public printing and distribu-

tion of documents was then resumed and
dlscussgd for some time. The reading of
the bill havine been, completed tho House
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
